dome. Theſe men whomthe diuell thus worketh,are,as the 
Apoltleteſtificth ynderthe wrath and vengeance of God: 


For he ſayth, that our bodyes are the temples of the holy Ghoft; but 1,Cor3, 


({ayeth he) :fany man defile the temple of God , him will God de- 
Hroy . Is it not an horrible defiling of Gods temple for that 
vicious idoll harlot yeaw,to bec cueninthe place, whete 
God ſhouldreigne with his ſpirite,and for men to bee ioy-= 
ned with her, and todoe her ſcruice both with bodie and 
foule ? Letthem now come forth that liſt toexcuſe ſingle 
fornication,as if it were no ſinne. Saint Paw/the Apoſtle of 
Chriſt {ſayeth, that whordome diuideth vs from God, brea- 
keith the couenant which we have with God, ſpoyleth and 
robbeth God of that whichis his, diſordereth the members 
of God,maketh of Chriſts members, the members of a har- 
lot,defyleth and vahalloweth the temple of God, for the 
which God threatneth deſtruQtion. It all this be to dee eltce- 
med but a ſmallthing,then do I confeſſe;that whordom and 


fornication,is ſo ſmal a finne,as vicious and vaine people do 


ſecke to make it. It is more then once that whoremongers Rej.2, 
are threatned to be ſhut out of the kingdome of heauen, as Corinth.y, 


plainely appeareth in Pawles Epiſtles. Andthe Athour tothe 
Hebrues layth plainlie,that God will iuudge whoremongers 
and adulterers, The which iudgement beginneth manic 
timesin this worlde to ſhewe forthit (elfe ypon the offen- 
ders in this wickednefle , This ſubuerted the Cities of 
Sodom and Gomorha, andthe Countrey there about,and 
flue $:<her.with his people: This wounded the ſonnes of 
Indah, ſtabbed the Iewe, andthe Madianitiſh woman , e- 
uen through the bodies of them both togither:this deſtroied 
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ſonnes of Hely the Prieſt in the batrell, This killed 7444, ue 

nit his curſed guben,ſeduced 
S$4mſon, and perucrted Salomon;\| This approueththat to bee 
true which is written. Through the beaurie of wamen manie baue 
periſhed, What _ I Dea ofthe dileafes which come 


through the filthineſle ofthis finne vpon many men, yea vp» 


on all that fall into it,as Goutes, Palſcis,Pockes,Conſump- 
tions, and filthie lothſome leprocies, theiuſtplagues of al- 
mightic God for the ſame, The which maketh Saint Zerom 
to breake forth into this exclamation,0 121 mfernaly lexuria, 
cur materia gula,cums flemma ſuperbia , cnn ſerntille prays colo= 
quia,curm fun infamia,curu ern 1 c44,cut finu gebenna, 
O Lecherie the infecnal fire,cthemaker whereof 1s gluttonic, 
whoſe flame is pride,whole ſparkes are ynclean words, and 
filthie comunication, whoſe ſmoke is infamie, whole aſhes 
isvncleanneſle,whoſe end is hell fixe. Andin another place, 
0 haw grieuous are the ffutts of lechetie ynore bitter the gaul,ahd more 
cm then a ſword. Beſide theſe puniſhments which whor- 


 mongers bring vpon themlelues they alſo incurrethe pe- 


nalties,and corretion ofthe Magiſtrate , who is appointed 
to puniſh the ſame,and ſuch like offences, For whoxdome

hath euer beene taken foran abhomination among all ho- 
neſt people inthe whole world; infomuch that all vertuous 
rulers, yea heathen Magiſtrates \ hath euer puniſhed the 
ſame,yea cuen with the paineof death. Inthelaw of Godir 
15 written,/ho [a commtteth adulterrewuth any mans wife, ſhall die 
the death both the man and the woman, hecauſe bee hath broken wed- 
locke with hu nexghbors wife, Neither was adultenie ſo lore pu- 
niſhed among the children of Iſrael onely, but alſo amon 
the heathen, When anie of the Lepraans were taken in! adul: 
terie, they were bound,and caried three dayesthrough the 
city,and afterward ſo long as they lucd they were deſpiſed, 
and with ſhame and confuſion reputed as perſons defirute 
of all honeſtic, Among the Zocrenſiuns, Zaleucns forbad adul- 
terie ynder the paine Ho ſore puniſhment:cauling the tranſ- 
greſfors to haue both their eyes put out, And when his Py 
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ſonne was taken in adulterie, his people ſuing verie earneſt - 


ly for his pardon, he did put out one of his owne eyes, and an 


other of his ſonnes: by that meanes leauing to his ſonne the 
vſe of hisfighr, and yerto the terror of hisſubiects,nor ſuffe= 
ring example'to bee giuen of the breach of /hislaw without 
luſt puniſhment. In oldtime the Germatis before they came 
ro the Chriſtian fairh,gaue the fullpower aid authoritie of 
puniſhing a woman y brake wedlocke,to herhusband:who 
at the lealt might ſtrip her out of her clothes, thruſt her our 
of his houſe,attd beat her openly with roddes/it the cirie or 
rowne before her frietds : whereof Cornelis Tacitus maketh 
mention, 0p1l1 Matronims Emperour of Rome(as Tulins Ca- 
. prrolmmrecordeth) vied to puniſh adultercrs with fire, cau- 
ſing them that weretakenin adulterie tobee bound,andto 
be Hari together quicke- And among the Romans there 


was a cotnmon law (called zex 1ufia) which appointed exe- 


cution to be done vpon adulterers with the ſword: the which 
law was received by the chriſtian Emperours. Mud more 
nay be ſaide concercerning the puniſhments ordained by 
magiſtrates(where there hath bene any good gouernment) 
of Bis deteſtable fhnne , which peraduenture to ſome will 
ſeemeverie cruell andrigorous. But if they would confider 
the matter aright, ſetting affe ion andeuill cuſtome aſide, 
and would ponder wel what adultery were, how dangerous 


and contagious a leprofie,they would not wonder ſo ſore at * 


the puniſhment. For adulterie is a diſhonour done vnto god 
by violating his holy ordinance,a wickedneſſe fprung from 
the diuell, an idleneſle of the fleſh;a ſhameful vntaithtulnes, 
a wilful trucebreaking and periutie.But wedlocke is the ho- 


ly ordinance of God,in the which both the parties ought ſo 


to bee knit the one tothe other that they bee not diuided, | 


Now al matied perſons, when they enter into matrimonie, 
do make a perpetuall couenant:'and calling ypon God,and 
taking him'to record before the whole congregation, they 


promiſetroth andfaith, with mouth and hand,the one tothe 


other; Ifthis then bee but a ſmall treſpaſle, to diſſemble, to

breake,to,deftroy,androtread ynder footal this,to forſwear 
troth giuen before God andtheChuur@, and nothing to re- 
gard honeſtic and faith: then muſt Ineedes canfeſle that the 
puniſhment of adulteric,was verie igorous injold time,Bur 
ifit beaiuſtthing ſcucrely to puniſh-ynfaithful periuryyy de- 
ipilingofGod & al honeſtic, then is alſo the puniſhment of 
adulerie right equal & not toſare, Moreover if the lofi of a 
- good thing, ſhould be valuedafter the eſtimation of the ow- 
ner,then (as touching this life) thereisno greater iniuric and 
damage,therra mantoloſehisowne bodie. And molt ſure 
itis,that he man.and his wife are but one bodie, and that the 
husband hathno power ofhis 0wne bodio bur'the wife,ncir 
ther hach the wife power of her own body,but the husband, 
according tothe dotrine of the Apoltle, Wherefore whoſo 
committeth adulteric,the ſametaketh away,ſtealeth.&rob- 
beth the other of his owne bodie, cyen his principall 7 belt 
god.Or what honeſt perſon had not rather;ting a thecek ftea- 
ling his treaſure,8 to ſufferthe loſſeofhis grods,then to find 
an adultererby his maricd ſpouſe,andro 4s diſhongur in 
her. Furthermore, it isto be conſidered,that through adul- 
terie great inheriticesare altered,and the right heires difin- 
herited. For oftentimes it falleth out that an adulreſle. hath 
children by an adulterer,which/inhetital y ſubſtance oftheix 
pretended father as lawfull children, which yet are vnlawtull 
whereby the father looſeth his honour, his kinred, his bodie, 
and his goods. His wife which is his awne bodic hath the ad- 
ulterer defiled , and the ynlawfull Sildrer take the gaodes 
away, If this be not great wrong and wickednefſe,then am 
lignorant, whata man may afhrmeto bee vicious cnough. 
Therefore though adulterie be greatwickednes bothin|men 
and women,yet in women it is moſthurrful and dereftable, 
For beſides that the adulterersaltereththe inheritance; (as I 


faid before)and with falſhood & ſhameful deccit,withdraw= 
eth & ſtealethir from the right heircy, ſhe ladeth fiſt her ho- 
neſt pore husband with great ſhame,greattravel, labor, ſor- 
rowand pain,in that he is owklllieces bring yp thoſe adul-

: | noreth her father, her mother, her kinred,her children(euen

ſpeake of their mother,or heare hernamed,they are abaſhed 
and aſhamed. Adultreſſes alſo make their husbands to be 

- *defpiſedandofno reputation, though rhey be honeſt and 
yertuous nen. Theſe and fuchlike innumerable confuſions, 
ſhame, hurt, hiſhonour,and filthinefle, follow vpon abho- 

-minable adulktery:befidesthe poiſonings,murders,treaſons, | 
manſlaughters,and other miſchiefes that enſue by reaſon of 

the ſame,whid1 Touerpaſſe. This did the ancient and noble 
men ofold time weigh & conſider,and therforerighteouſly 
and ypon iuſt occaſion, have they appointed the puniſhmer 
of death as due for theabhommable (in of adulterie, Yerad- 

 ulterers alledge for their defence; that this rigorous puniſh- 

' ment of death appointed by god;hath not bene executed,or 
put in praQtize at any time vpothe offenders,For Dawd was 
an adulterer(ſay they)and yer receiued nopuniſhment thet- 

fore. Yea the Lord Chriſt himſelfe,did abrogate and diflolue 

the puniſhment of adulterie, forfomuch ashe commaunded 

not the woman takeitin adultery,to be putto death,but bad "iy 

' her goher way andfinne n6 more: andforbecauſe noman 79%" 

- condemned her, he alſolether go. To thislanſwere. God 

hathonce alreadie renealed his will inhis lawe, concerning 
the puniſhment.due to this finne:now if men do not execute 
the puniſhment, according roGodscommaundement, 

Temaineth the law of God irreuocable and ſure. Therefore 
this is2 vainc obieRion. Andalbeit all ſemtencesand iudge- 
ments, that haue becne'exccuted of olde ypon adulterers, 
be not extant in holy Scriprure,'it is no maruaile.For Gods 

" booke is not'fo generall a Regiſter; that wee muſt looke 

to finde in the ſame}, the aRes and puniſhments of all 
ynthriftes and brothels-,” and che- execution of all ſuch 
malefactours/, - The ' orie of $u/anne- telleth howerit 
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was like to-haue gone-with her,which plajaly ſhewedathar 
ſuchexecurion was theninvſc, |.p4d alld commited ad- 
ultcric once in hislife, which was the occahon of the horri- 
ble murtheralſo which he committed, ſothat he cauſed nor 
onely his faithfull ſeruant #r:4þ,butother noble menin like 
manerto beſlaine. What cameof it? Truth itis; he was nor 
ſtoned to death. But what chaunged-vnto, him ? Surely 
eucnas he had diſhonoured another mans childe, ſo{fawe 
he ſhame ypon his owne children while he lived, and chat 
with great wretchednefle; For Amon defloured Thanar his 
owne naturall Gſter; and they both|were. Daya children. 
And Atfbalom did miſerably ſlay Amon his brother for com- 
mitting that wickedneſlſe with his liſter Thamar., Notlong 
after did the ſame Abſoalem, drive his owne naturall father 
Dad out of his Realme, and ynnaturallyand ſhametully 
lay with his fathers wiues, Whereupon there followed, an 
horrible great{laughter,in the which/ « Aſralom was [haine, 
with many thouſands mo ofthe common ROD: Nowlet 
eucrie manindifferently weigh with himſelfe,whether ir be 
not a lefle thing, once to have execution and ro die, then to 
abide the death of ſo manie, and that fo long, with ſuch mi- 
{crie and ſorrow, Therefore was: Dawd more, grieuuſlie 
puniſhed,then if he had beene buc once Ronedto death, Ler 
 euerie man thenlearnc here by this example,that none can 
eſcape the hande of God, although the worlde lay no hand 
ypon him, God neuertheleſſepuniſhech, and that wich a 
more heauie iudgement, when hee doth itnor here, but de- 
ferreth it vnto another worlde, And) whereas they make 
Chriſt a maintainer of adulterers, thar iS|too intollerable 
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wickednefſe. Chriſt neuer gaue libertie to finne : for hee 
ſayth, 7 came not ro breake the lawe but tofolfill it; Saint Paul alſo © 
layth,7 the r1g hteous there 15 ns lavpe ginen, but to ant i; AG 
and diſobedient,to wheremongers,toperim d,toliers and Waſphemers. 
Andto the Galathiars he layth,#alke ye mn the iriteſ0 are ye not 
wnder the lawe, Therefore, forſomuch a$ adulterers do walke 
inthe fleſh, and norin the ſpirite, they areynderthe lawe, 
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neither hath the Lord rakenthe-lawe and puniſhment from 
them. Moreouer, as toudung the ſtoricinthe8, chapter of 
Saint 1oþn,we muſt conſider that the Lord ſaid ynto the ad- 
ultrefle,YYomnan bath no man condemned thee? And when ſhehad 
anſwered, Noman,/ord, He layd, neither do I condenne thee, For = 
with this anſiver laid he before her y ſentence of the Iudges, 
to [trike her coſcience,thac ſhe might feele and ſee what ſhe 
had deſerued. But forſomuchas he was not come nowe to 
-giuc ſentence asa Iudge bur to {aue, hee woulde not con- 
demne her, and theretore neither medled with the law, nor 
at. The Lord was now cometo haue mercie vpon finners, 
and to call to repentance.Therefore ſaid healſotothis wo- 
man,Ge thy way, aud /innenomore, By which words the Lorde 
doth warne all ſuch asare tang! +. adulterie,to ceaſe from 
henceforth and to amend. Info doing God wil haue mercy 
ypon them, and take from themrhe ſame diſhonour,paine,

of Magiſtrates and Iudges generally : then ſhoulde not the 
poore hauecauſe tocomplaine, as they doe at this day of 
the oppreſſion which they ſuſtaine at the handes of the 
mightie,by whom they are ouerborne, and their cauſe ma» 
ny times not heard, according to equiticand right. Then 
ſhould neither money, friendſhip, nor affeQtion bearc any 
ſway : then fhould not iudgement beeturnedinto gaule, 4,,.8.

would they not deuiſe wicked things to keepe men from 
theirright: and ſo ſhoulde they eſcape the. wo whichthe 
Prophet threatneth.

moue me; but the teares of my countrey and countrey ten 
do much more moue_me,who like enough might riſh if 
thou ſhouldeſt preuaile, As Indges ought to be ofthis vp- 
rightnes taking heede'of couttoulſnes and | corruption by 
bribes,ſo alſo all lawyers and pleaders ofpoyre mens cauſes 
muſt alſo take heed that couctouſnes doth not reraine them 
againſt therruth, that they betray not Y cauſe of their peore 
client for any fee, & be ſent when theyſhould ſpeake. This 
was a fault imputed to DemoFthenes : For on a time certaine 
Ambaſſadours ,being fent intothe place where Demofibenes 
ſhouldbe preſent, and fearing that hee might hinder their 
ſute,gaue him a large fee to holdehis tongue. The day fol- 


lowing, when they declared their ambaſſage , [Demeſthenes 
feigned himſelfe to haue the Quinſey a diſeaſe inthe throre 
hindering ſpeach: forthe whid1cauſe againſtthe appointed 
time he Roald bein publique place, /he bound white wtoll 
about hisnecke to colour the matter of griefe, But a metrie 
fellow priuieto the match cried our thus, DemeFthenes non an 

named argenti anginam patitur : that is; Demoſthenes hath no 
Quinſey.but a rwdlting fend in histhrote. Men ſay that 
many lawiers in theſe dayes are troubled in likefort , not 
with a ſwelling of pence , but of Angels in their throte, 
whereby A filenceto ſale.I am well affored that there 
 arediuersypright Iudges,and Lawiers,that feare God,loue 
truth,execute 1uſtice to their power,and do Pl the cauſe of 


the poore , theorphanr, and the widow :God increaſe the 
| bf . number: 
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number : yet this ſhall be no vnneceſſarie admonition for 
all in generall, ZeWare of couerew/neſſe, For this is a perillous 
leproſie, and hath tainted all degrees and calling among 
men:the which hath fo long raigned inthe,thar itisnor only 
aleprofie, but a leprousdroplie, the nature of whici diſcale 
isfuch,that the more a man is puft vp with that corrupt 
humor,the more deadly thirſt he hath.Euenſo ir may be ſaid 
of a couctous man, Auarus non wplebitur 4A. COUCLOUS 
man will never be ſatisfied with money, For (toallude vnto 
the woordes of Chriſt) he that drinketh of this water ſhall 
thirſt againe. Mony to the couctous man is as {alt water of 
the which,the more a man drinketh,the more hee thirſteth, 
And as fire by the laying on of more wand is made mote 
-yvehement,cuenſo the couctous man the more thefornace of 
his minde is heat withthe ſtore of money,the more he defi- 
reth the gaine of riches,of the which defire,there js noho, 
ynrtil ; mr his inſatiable fack ofcouetoulnes doth crack, 
and till his greedy and drophie ſoule,doth deſcend intothe 
reltlefle lames ot hel] fire, The couetous man (fayth Saint 
Hierom)doth euer want, as well that which he hath, as that 
which he hath not :his minde being more _ which 
he hath not,then vpon that which he hath. Whereas ({ayth 
Seneca) to a contented minde , A; parum eft, quad ſatu 
eft: It is never little, which is enough : But to the greedie, 
'Nunquan multum gued [at non eft: It isneuer much which ſufs 
Gonach He which is not content with his eſtake, though 
he were Lord of all the land, yetis hee miſerable : but hee 
which is content was borne with great riches. . Of all the 
plagues fentypon Zgypr,that of the flies was one of the moſt 
troubleſome , for they neuer ſuffered men toreft , but the 
more they were beaten off,the more they came ypon them. 
So of all the miſeries and yexations that God laieth vpon 
couctous men, this is not the leaſt, to bee tormented with 
the cares of that, whichthey cſteeme their greateſt felicitie : 
and cannot beate them off by any meanes they can deviſe, 
Theyruſh vpon theminthe morning fo ſoone as they welt

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they accompanie them in the Uay,they forſake them not at 
night, they follow them to bed, they let them from their 
ſleepe,afflitchemin their dreames;and fo neuerleauecthem 
till they bring them to an cxtreame frenſie.)

Andisnor this 
allo a madneſſe, for a man to.gather' together much ſub- 
ſtance for his heire, and to ſpare from: himſelfe, as miſera- 
ble men doe at this. day? Doe we notfce, that a large inhe- 
ritance, maketh ofa friend an enimic? For the more he re« 
ceiueth,the more he wil retoice ar thy death, And yet it may

Sovſurie m y yeric /fitlie be com- 
pared tothe leprofie, becauſe as the leprofie,doth feede of 
mens fleſh, ſo doth vſurie conſume poate mens goods. And 
the money of the yſurer which a poore man borroweth vp- 
on intereſt, islike ynto the biting of a ſexpent. For he which 
is ſecretly ung ofa Serpent , goeth quietly to ſleepe, no- 


thingtuſpeRing his hurt, andinthe ph aſure-of his{leepe 
dieth: becauſe then the poyſonpriuily/inuaderh all the vi- 
oi H-- tall 
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ten Engliſh Lepere. 
tall partes: Euen ſo hee which borroweth vpon yſurie , by 
the delay of time thinketh- hee hath receyued a benefite: 
but vſurie like a privietheefe inuadeth all his ſubſtaunce, 
and conuerteth it into debt, Thisis a monſtrous kinde of 
deuouring poore men ynawares. The Harpies, the Ty- 
gres, the Canibals, arewoonderfull raucnous , but yſurers 
are more deuouring and cruel! then the Eagle that did eate 
vp Tantalus heart .| They haue the skinne of the Zyens, 
which ( as Pe writeth) will drawe the haire from the 
$kinne of other beaſtes to it : but the skinnes of 'yſurers are 
more drawing , for they drawe the skinnes of the poore 
trom the fleſh, and the fleſh from the bones, eueh to the di- 
uiding ofthe joynts andthe marrowe ofthe popre, as it is 
written in the Prophet Ames, The Pike ſolong feedeth on 
the ſmall fiſhes, that at the laſt hee is caten himſfelfe : cuen 
ſo the opprefling yſurer, ſo long maketh a prey of poore 
men, that at the laſt the Diuell (if he take notheegde in time) 
will make himhis prey. | | 

The verie publicances among the Tewes were not more 
infamous and deteſtable, then theſe kinde of men haue 
beene a long time, and are alſo at this day throughour 
the worlde : yea in ſome places ſo deteſted , that Chri- 
ſtian buryall hath beene denyed them. As for example: 
One ?:ſiHtratus was fo much abhorred for his oppreflion 
by vſurie, that beeing once deade, his bodice was waighed 
agaynft the golde which hee left behinde him : which 
was founde to bee fixe tymes heauicr then his bodie , 
Which when the men of Athens ſawe; they gave hiscorps 
to the beaſts, and tothe foules of the aire; and ſuffered not 
his children roenioy that which hee lefr, but deuided it a- 
mong the poore of eMehens, trom whom they weye perſwa- 
ded that it had aforetime beene gotten by oppreſſing vlurie, 
I wiſh therefore all biting yſurers to be admoniſhed in time 
to forſake their wickednes, condemned by all law of God 
and man, being contrarieto-all Chriſtian charitie , aſſuring 
them of this, thatas the golde whch was gotten at 7o/ofe, 
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the yong which ſhe hath nothardir; Grenier 
and not by right(faith the P | 
midft of his day cs.

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ſure account of that to be thine: but whatſoever thou hat

Here 
by it doth euidevtly appeare, that magiſtrates doe highly 
difpleaſe the maieftie of God,which puniſh notmurtherers 
and ſuchlikemalefaRors, being therevnto by God called & 
ordained, For what is the cauſe that many cruel and horrible 
murthers are commirted, but the impunitie of ſuc wicked- 
nefles. For murderers many times find friends,wlich for mo- 


ney wil procure a pardon. But when through ſuch facilitic of 


remiſſion & pardon, a ſecond murtherby the ſame maletac. 
tors 1s committed,what elſe are ſuch friends tobee accoun- 
red,but buiers and ſellers of bloud?Wheras God to the con-
